Two Shell Boilers. 


An English engineer proposes to make 


boilers capable of withstanding greatly in- 
crease J pressures by constructing them of 
two shells and maintaining a pressure in 
the space between them. A boiler to work 
safely under a pressure of 250 pounds 
would consist of an inner shell capable of 
withstanding a pressure of 150 surrounded 
by a shell whose safe working pressure 
was 100. Reducing valves allow sufficient 
steam to pass from the inner boiler to the 
space between the shells to maintain the 
required pressure, and the inner shell is 
thus subjected to an unbalanced pressure 
of only 150 pounds, although containing 
steam at 250. Each compartment is, of 
course, provided with safety valves.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

and application during the last few years 
bu been to phenomenal that it it bard to 
define its extent, and it in only when an 
attempt I* made to follow the develop- 
ment* In any particular branch that an 
approximate idea of It* mighty progress 
ai a whole and Its far reaching and ever 
widening Influence In th« Industrial world 
con be arrived lit. 


From an investigation of one field alone, 


that of tlie electric motor, It at once be- 
comes apparent that a revolution of limit- 
leu extent to uelnic effected in indiutry 
and manufacture. There can be no doubt 
tbat the electric motor 1» the most simple 
slid effective pieueof mechanism yet de- 
rlnd for the transmission and transforma- 
tion of energy In a trustworthy and eco- 
nomical manner for useful work. 
It is quite possible that several of those 


who read these lines may never have seen 
on electric motor, yet it is none the less 
true that there are today already in opera- 
tion in tlii* country over 80,000 electric mo- 
tors of v.irlous sizes engaged in an endless 
variety <>f occupations. 
One company 


building motors reports that its machines 
are now i-mploycd In nearly 200 distinct in- 
dustries, and that new uses are found 
tidily. ThiH development ban been seen al- 
most entirely within the last three years. 


GROWTH Of ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


From 1S80 up to 1887 electrical engineers 


mainly to the Installation of electrlc"{!ght- 
iiiK plants In American towns and cities, 
with the result that there were some 1,800 
central stations in operation supplying the 
arc light or the Incandescent light, and 
sometimes both. A great many of these 
stations paid well from the start, but it 
was soon found that the lighting business 
was after all a limited one—that is, it could 
only be carried on during the hours of 
darknvtw, so that a valuable plant often lay 
Idle sixteen or eighteen hours out of the 
twenty-four. Yet the current which such 
• plant could generate would lend itself as 
readily to driving an electric motor as to 
furnishing light in a lamp, and the same 
circuit thatconveyed it to the lamps would 
also convey it to the motors. 


It was this fact that gave a great stimu- 


lus to the electric motor Industry about 
three years ago, and led to the perfecting 
of what liad theretofore been a very crude 
and cumbersome piece of mechanism. As 
is now very generally known, the electric 
motor has bat one moving part, the revolv- 
ing armature, and by means of a pulley 
placed at the end of the armature shaft Its 
power can be applied to any piece of appa- 
ratus or machinery known to the arts. 
But up to 1886 nearly all the electric motors 
had been badly designed and poorly built, 
and the current that should have been con- 
verted ii.-o power was simply wasted in 
developing heat, so that the machines rap- 
idly burnt out and otherwise became use- 
less, and were altogether too expensive to 
run. 
- 


SAVING IS MOTOI1S. 


At thu present time, however, there are 


several ulectrlc motors In the market of 
excellent design and workmanship for 
which as high an efficiency as over 90 per 
oent. is claimed, and there can be no doubt 
that the rate of efficiency in the smaller 
sizes as well as In the larger Is the highest 
that hon yet been attained by any piece of 
power transmission machinery. Thus an 
electric motor of one-half or one-quarter 
horse power will easily show as high an 
efficiency as that of another sort of motor 
of ten or fifteen horse power, yet nobody 
dreams of expecting a gas engine or a 
steam engine of one-quarter or one-half 
horse power to give anything but a small 
return upon the fuel applied to it. 


Moreover, with the electric motor an 


enormoui advantage has been the fact that 
when It lias been Installed and connection's 
v,u,.o bo<.,, n,...u with the circuits connect- 
ing itr tri6h feho o«n*rc»l e«*»«t«i», It ia ftWMnti 
cnlly ready that minute for work. All that 
is necessary is the turning of a switch and 
the current is instantaneously there. With 
the steam engine, even when the steam is 
taken from the steam mains in the street, 
considerable attendance Is necessary, and 
in the vast majority of instances the steam 
has to be manufactured on the spot, so that 
boilers arc necessary, Involving the attend- 
ance of nn expert engineer, the supply of 
water and coal and the removal of ashes. 
Such steam plants also occupy consider- 
able space and throw off no small amount 
of heat. 


The idea, however, with the electric mo- 


tor is to concentrate in a central station 
all the inconvenience connected with the 
generation of steam and to transmit the 
energy in the form of current, so that all 
the user has to do is to draw off the supply 
as he wa nts it, just as he would do in turn- 
Ing a tap to procure a supply of water. 


THE MOTOB IN NEW TOBK. 


New York city, to go no further, fur- 


nishes many interesting examples of the 
manner in which electric motors have been 
applied I o a variety of uses. Wherever the 
circuits pass they are tapped for power 
purpose^, and thus the central station, 
which furnishes current at night for light- 
ing, is supplying purranfc In the day time 
for power. In the lower part of the city a 
large number of motors are in use. These 
are generally employed for ventilation pur- 
poses, though not a tew may be found run- 
ning freight and passenger elevators. A 
large number In the section below Cham- 
bers streat are also to be found in printing 
offices. In that section, too, and elsewhere 
the motors are employed in a variety of 
other work, such as driving gangs of sew- 
ing machines, saw mills, maohine shops, 
drug mills, pumps, Ice cream freezers and 
the like. 


In one of the large confectionery factories 


the electric motors grind up all the choco- 
late and other raw material. 
A large 


number of motors are used by dentists to 
run their lathes and other small machin- 
ery. The motors may also often be found 
In barbers' saloons, where they not only 
furnish ventilation, but In tome Instances 
are used to run the rotary brushes provid- 
ed fpr tffe happy customers' heads. In one 
large office In the city the electric motor is 
employed to run a little stamping ma- 
chine, which stamps thousands and thou- 
sands of documents every day with unerr- 
ing regularity.—New York Sun. 


A Good Hone. 


A good hone is one of the most valuable 


essentials of a workman's outfit, and one 
of the best methods of making it Is the fol- 
lowing: Take the best gelatine, which 
melts In an equal quantity of water, keep- 
ingit ID the dork, as daylight is injurious 
to it. Dissolve IX per cent, of bicarbonate 
of potash and odd it to the thoroughly 
melted gelatine. Then take verf fine em- 
ery and pulverized flint stones, equal to 
nine time* the weight of gelatine used, and 
mix In thoroughly. Mould the paste to 
the desired •nape and press it as hard as 
possible to consolidate the mass well, after- 
word drying it In the sun.—New York 
Commercial Advertiser.

Oat with tho Hun and Working Until 


After It Sets—How Hta Time b Oc- 
cupied, HI) Earning* tod III" Half 
Holiday Kacli Week, with Mo Vacation. 
This Is tho story of a day in the life of 


Tony, a Brooklyn newsboy, and it Is not 
unlike the story of many other newsboys 
and of six days in the week. Of course 
Tony has another name, but what it Is not 
half a dozen boys of his acquaintance 
could tell, and not one of them cares. He 
was born in Brooklyn fourteen years ago, 
and he has never been anywhere else ex- 
cept In Park row, between the bridge en- 
trance and Ann street. He never saw 
Central park or the Battery, and he has 
never been at Coney bland. Once he went 
to a circus, and a few times he has sat in 
the gallery of a theatre and watched very 
thrilling plays, which were as real to him 
a* oould be. 


Tony's father and mother are Italians. 


His father owns two fruit stands, but he 
cannot speak English. His mother speaks 
English, and so do his brother, the barber, 
and his sister, who was married when she 
was 17 years old. When the mother gets 
through with her housework she sits and 
knits. "Her fingers fly; you ought to see 
her," says Tony, proudly. 


And Tony himself—well, he is a brown 


faced youngster, with big brown eyes and 
a robust figure. He wears a No. 7 hat and 
No. 8 shoes, and is as good looking as any 
l»y should be, and wholesome looking 
withal. His clothes are pretty ragged, and 
his, face and hands pretty dirty, but if that 
were not so he would be, perhaps, unpleas- 
antly conspicuous among the other boys.

His lifu» It begins early in the day. Not 


later than 4 o'clock every morning In the 
week and every week in the year Tony's 
father or mother wakes him up. Possibly 
he bad rather sleep, but business is busi- 
ness, and a boy cannot sell papers lying in 
bed. There is no breakfast waiting for 
him, 
but down the street near the bridge 


there is a little eating house where he buys 
a cup of coffee and roll for 5 cents. Then as 
quickly as he can he comes over to New 
York on a bridge car. In pleasant weather 
this turning out early, when the flush is In 
the easteru sky and the shadows still linger 
in dark places, Is not so bad, though it 
makes Tony shiver a bit when he comes 
out into the cool air; but in winter it Is 
black night and miserable Indeed. 


In New York Tony buys his papers. He 


takes fifty-five of these. On some of them 
be makes half a cent, on one two-fifths of 
a cent, and on one he has a profit of 1 cent. 
But he does not stop to think of profits. 
He runs to the bridge, rides over, jumps 
on a street car, sells If he can, drops off 
and jumps on another, and so works his 
way up to Fulton street and Flatbust ave- 
nue. That is his field, and there he stays 
till he sells out. When his stout arms are 
empty he is 80 cents richer than when he 
tumbled out of bed, less 6 for that break- 
fast. 


But there is a real breakfast waiting at 


home, and if he does not run all the way 
there to get it it Is because even his stout 
legs are tired jumping on and off street 
cars. Selling newspapers Isn't any fun, 
and yon, my boy, in your smart clothes, 
with your books under your arm, unwill- 
ingly on your way to school, don't know 
how hard that little boy, with Ids face the 
color of a bit of new bronze has been 
working. Yon have a vacation almost 
within touch, while Tony—well, vacation 
is a word of three syllables, bnt if It had 
one Its meaning would be beyond him. 
There are no vacations for newsboys. 


HIS AFTERNOON'S WORK. 


It is past 9 o'clock when Tosy gets home, 


and when he has finished breakfast he goes 
to bed. 
Tony wears fewer clothes than the 


boys in the avenues, but he regards un- 
dressing and dressing with as much dis- 
favor as they do, and he sleeps in his clothes. 
It Is noon when he is again called, and there 
is a dinner to be eaten. 


And now there comes a time concerning 


the disposition of which Tony Is not very 
rlear. Trmrn must, be full-r an Jumr whan 
he has nothing to do. Maybe he aits around 
the house watching the flying needles of 
the black-eyed mother, who never calls him 
caro mio, and seldom kisses him—never 
since he grew to be such a big boy. But 
she loves him deeply and would cry and 
moan in her passionate way if one of those 
street cars should run over him and ha 
were fetched home some day, as he is likely 
to be, dead or maimed. 


In a little time Tony is out In the street, 


and soon he is one of a mob of boys in 
front of The Eagle office down in that part 
of Fulton street which Is coming to be for- 
gotten. Most of the Brooklyn newsboys 
get their afternoon papers there, and it is 
a curious crowd of future men, and wo- 
men, 
too. Tony smokes a cigarette some- 


times, and he probably is not as careful of 
his speech as he might be. Most of the 
boys are not careful at all, and smoke a 
good deal. It li a pitiful crowd in some 
ways, but the boys play and fight and seem 
to have fun. Tony can fight. He had his 
first flght a year ago, and a few mornings 
ago, just as It was getting light, he and a 
negro boy of his own age fought for half 
an hour on the sidewalk in front of the 
office of the Brooklyn News company In a 
truly reprehensible bnt not unenjoyable 
mApno*. 


THIS BOT MAKES A, 
MAN. 


Tony buys 86 evening papers, for which 


he pays 64 cents, and sells them for,!!,!!. 
Later he buys enough extras to give him 
an additional profit of 82 cents. He rarely 
has any papers left, and if he sells all he 
buys each day he makes In all 11.09. It is 
safe to say that he earns from 90 cents to 
(1 a day, though there are only morning 
papers Sunday. He con read very little, 
but he gets around that by shouting noth- 
ing but "Extra!" If he thinks that some- 
thing important is in the papers he asks 
gome boy who can read to tell him what it 
Is, and then crys it. He has been to school 
a little, but one day he had some trouble 
with another boy, and the principal of the 
school to which he was going told him not 
to come any more. He does not like that 
school very well. He says there Is a teacher 
there who makes the boys and girls chew 
soap when they misbehave. 


It Is 9 o'clock when Tony gets through, 


and he goes home to supper. He gives his 
earnings to his mother and goes to bed, 
this time taking off his clothes. Sunday 
afternoons he goes out to Prospect Pork 
with some other boys, and they roll around 
on the grass and enjoy themselves. When 
he is confirmed he will, perhaps, go to 
church now and then. 


Before the next century begins Tony 
will, in the eyes of the law, be a man. He 
can vote, ana his ballot will count as much 
M that of the richest or greatest man in 
this broad land. What sort of a man will 
he bef TUe only answer to that question 
Is that saying ever ready on the Una of the 
Spanish people, a laying full of a curious 
mixture of submission, fatalism and Indif- 
ference— Dios sabe, (Sod knows.—New York 
Times.

Writing on "English Servants" Julian 


Ralph has this to say in Harper's Weekly: 
"The servants are a distinct breed from 
ours, Their work Is performed with cheer- 
fulness, their manners are deferential,

ily good will and their own places. All hall 
to caste! A humbug and fraud in every 
other way, it yet doe* that much good; it 
permits servants to be contented, and 
therefore faithful in their places.

Uranus was discovered by Sir William 


Herschel In 1781. The other planets then 
known had been observed ever since men 
began studying the stars. 
Herschel, 


sweeping the heavens with his reflector, 
came upon an object that he knew was not 
a fixed star. In a day or twoit had moved, 
and he announced the discovery of a comet, 
for no one dreamed 01' the existence of an- 
other planet. It was nearly o year before 
its claim to be a planet was fully estab- 
lished. 
The excitement caused by the unlocked 


for event was very great, and honor and 
fame were Herschel's reward. 
King 


George HI knighted the discoverer, en- 
dowed him with a pension and provided 
him with means for constructing the 
forty foot reflector with which he after- 
ward discovered the two inner satellites of 
Saturn. It was fonnd by reckoning back 
that several other astronomers had made 
observations on the star, bnt had not dis- 
covered its true character. 


Little is known of Uranus, the smallest 


of the four giant members of the system, 
making its slow circuit round the sun in 
eighty-four years, at a mean distance of 
eighteen hundred millions of miles. There 
"•" '—"•••"'-• «» u««pootmn» of a dense 
atmosphere, its diac ia flattened at the 
poles and faint bands or belts are visible 
on its surface. 


The satellites of Uranus are an unsolved 


problem. Herschel discovered two satel- 
lites in 1787, and announced the discovery 
of four more in 1798. No other observer 
has ever seen them, although the younger 
Herschel made diligent search for them 
with a telescope similar to the one used by 
his father. 
Lassell looked for the four 


lost moons In vain, but in 1851 he found 
two additional satellites, that probably are 
not of the quartet seen by Herschel, as 
they are among the smallest objects re- 
vealed by the telescope. — Youth's Com- 
panion.

Value of Ammonia In Baking. 


The carbonate of ammonia is an exceed- 


ingly volatile substance. Place a small 
portion of it upon a knife and hold over a 
flame and it will almost immediately be 
entirely developed into gas and pass off 
into the air. The gas thus formed is a 
simple composition of nitrogen and hydro- 
gen. No residue is left from the ammonia. 
This gives it its superiority as a leavening 
power over soda and cream of tartar used 
alone, and has induced its use as a supple- 


{ ment to these articles. A small quantity 


of ammonia in the dough is effective in 
producing bread that will be lighter, 
sweeter and more wholesome than that 
risen by any other leavening agent. When 
it is acted upon by the heat of baking the 
leavening gas that raises the dough is lib 
crated. In this act it uses itself up, as it 
were— the ammonia is entirely diffused, 
leaving no trace or residuum whatever. 
The light, fluffy, flaky appearance, so de- 
sirable in biscuits, etc., and so sought after 
by professional cooks, is said to be im- 
parted to them only by the use of this 
agent. — Exchange. 


Uses of Baking Soda. 


Try powdered charcoal or magnesia, lime 


water or soda till you find which suits best, 
but have the latter ready, for a cup of hot 
soda water taken in time will often prevent 
the worst summer attacks of nausea and 
cramps. It may be your lot, as it has been 
mine more than once, to want soda for 
some victim in distress, only to find that 
neither house nor shop could produce a 
pinch of baking soda, obsolete since the 
advent of baking powder.

to complain of. The interview is reported 
by the guilty party. 


In a rage the Turk turned to hisaervant, 


and said, "Eshek (uss), you have made a 
mistake!" 


"Yes, Effendi, I have— bnt they said this 


was the head man of the iron road." 


"Pah, pig, hold your tongue." Then, 


coldly turning to me, he said b* wished to 
speak in private to the manager of the rail- 
way. 


I at once asked my assistant to leave the 


room, but the pasha stopped him and asked, 
"Who is the manager here?" I said, "I am, 
and I shall be most happy if I con be of ser- 
vice to you." 


The pasha gave a low whistle, aB^then 


beginning to grin, said: "Truef"5aen I 
have made a mistake. I called to com- 
plain to you of your own conduct the day 
before yesterday, and was going to ask you 
for your dismissal. What shall I do 
now?"

doing as you wished that forced me to 
leave you on the road."— Youth's Compan- 
ion.

The Fellaheen of Palestine. 


The whole impression left in my mind 


by what I saw of the fellaheen In Palestine

Their weakness may be to some extent the 
result of that enervating climate of theirs, 
where Baal, tha mighty sun god, still 
shows himself as of old a terrible poten- 
tate, withering up the greenness of the 
earth and the vital forces of men. But, 
whatever the cause, I think we must admit 
the fact tbat there Is a grievous lack of 
energy and self reliance among the Syrian 
peasants. Accustomed from childhood to 
stretch out the hand for backsheesh, and 
following In stolid ignorance the some 
round of agricultural labors which their 
forefathers have trodden for centuries, the 
very features in their character which 
make them so interesting a study to the 
student of Biblical archeology seem to 
make it almost a hopeless task to form 
them into on enterprising, progressive, 
self governing community.—Contempo- 
rary Review. 


Highest Price Ever Paid for a Plctur*. 


There is nothing like art as au investment, 


if you only know what to buy and when 
to sell, says the Pall Mall Budget. Here, 
for instance, is Meissonier's "1814," which, 
as reported from Paris, was purchased the 
other day from M. Dclahaute by a dealer 
for 500,000 francs, and immediately resold 
to M. Chauchard, formerly manager of the 
Louvre drapery shop, for 850,000 francs. 
This amount (£84,000) is not only the high- 
est price ever given for a picture by a liv- 
ing artist, but in proportion to the size of 
the work is the highest price ever given 
for any picture by any artist, living or 
oeaa. roe Hlennelm Kapnaei in me Na- 
tional gallery fetched £14 per square Inch; 
the Terburg, £24; the tiny Correggio, £89. 
But "1814," which Is 30 inches by SO, has 
fetched £58 per square inch, thus beating 
by £2 the inch Mr. Buskin's Meissou- 
ier (IS inches by 20), which sold at Chris- 
tie's in 1883 for £6,090, or £58 per square 
Inch.

Washington E. Connor has probably suc- 


ceeded In crowding as much fresh air into 
an Important business life as any other 
man In Wall street. He is looked upon as 
almost a martinet in discipline, and his 
office is organized in a fashion that sug- 
gests the system of the German army.

' SALT AND SALTAIRE. 


THE TOWN WHICH THE INVENTOR 


OF ALPACA GOODS BUILT. 


Who Sir Tltas Salt WM— How H« Be- 


came Known to Fame— A Description 
or the Magnificent Tillage That Bear* 
nit Name. 


Titus Salt was born in 1803 at Morley, 


near Leeds, in a quaint two storied build- 
ing culled the Old Manor House. His fa- 
ther, Daniel, was a farmer, but having an 
apUve'an.d energetic nature he tired of ag- 
riculture and moved to Bradford, then a 
rising Industrial town, became a wool 
stapler and showed considerable business, 
sagacity and acumen. 


In 1836 Titus Salt accidently stumbled 


upon a stock Of the fleeces, bought it, re- 
turned to Bradford and after persevering 
effort hit at last on the device of using 
cotton warps and produced a-fabris which 
hi delicacy, luster and texture rivaled the 
mash vaunted robes »f the Incas. It soon 
became popular, orders poured in and it 
' 
WJB exhibited fn all the s'hop windows of 
the kingdom, lib. Salt's name was uni- 
versally kaewn, be had soon to remove to 
larger premises, and extended his business, 
employing four different mills in the city 
of Bradford. 


In the coarse of twenty years the im- 


portation of alpaca wool increased from 
about half ,a million to nearly four million 
pounds a year, and -It rose in price from 
the elghtpenoe a pound given by Titus Salt 
for tbe unsalable stock to two shillings 
and sixpence, and even fitfully to three 
shillings. 


In 1844 the queen desired Mr. Salt to 


manufacture into pieces the fleeces of two 
alpaca goats which belonged to the royal 
farm at Windsor. Out of the tea pounds 
of wool he returned to her majesty an 
apron and four dress lengths, two plain, 
one plaid and one striped and figured. The 
queen was so delighted with the beauty 
and finish of these articles that she wore 
same of them herself. Henceforth alpaca 
became fashionable. 


SALTAIRE FOUNDED. 


Mr. Salt had made a handsome fortune 


and risen to a high position. He had been 
mayor of Bradford, and married Miss Whit- 
lam, of Grimaby (who bore him eleven 
children), and still led a busy, active life. 
But lie did not stop there. He had con- 
ceived the Idea of founding an industrial 


colony in which lie would carry out all bis 
plans for improving tbe condition of the 
working classes, and especially of factory 
children. In order to do this he broke 
away from tbe old Bradford surroundings, 
•nd in 1651 purchased a large tract of 
ground in the pretty valley of theAire, 
brought thither an army of workmen, and 
with the assistance of Sir William Fair- 
bairn, under whose direction the engineer- 
Ing port was conducted, his gigantic plans 
were executed in two years and Saltaire 
created. 


Ou his fiftieth birthday it was inaugu- 


rated by a huge banquet to 3,500 guests, 
2,440 of whom were his own workpeople 
brought over from Bradford. Tbe press, 
the illustrated papers, in prose and poetry, 
extolled th« new settlement, and nothing 
that was written was exaggerated. The 
beauty of ita situation on the Midland rail- 
way is almost unrivaled; the great factory 
has a frontage of 545 feet, o height of six 
stories and covers ten acres; It Is shaped 
like a T, is perfect In oil Its arrangements 
and has on two Hides the Leeds and Liver- 
pool canal and the River Alre. A huge 
bridge stretches across railway, river and 
canal on o levaj- to a line with tbe main 
street, which leads to Saltaire park, beyond 
which is thelteautiful house in which Titus 
Salt the second received the Prince and 
Princess of Wales in 1882. 


A MODEL VILLAGE. 


The little town is an architectural and 
sanitary triumph. Four thousand opera- 
tives are employed, provision having been 
mode for their comfort, whether married 
or single. Saltaire contains 800 dwelling 
houses of stone, all picturesque and per- 
fectly planned; many ha>ve small gardens. 
Tbe public buildings are handsome and 
numerous; a fine church, schools, a liter- 
ary institute, comprising a large library, 
lecture, class and billiard rooms, ond a 
gymnasium, erected at a cost of ££5,000; 
baths, washhouses, and forty-five alms- 
houses, all the gift and the creation of the 
man who created Saltaire; so that the town 
proper is an much an object of wonder and 
admiration as the huge works which are its 
raison d'etre. This colony, the work of one 
man, stands as the unique monument of 
commercial enterprise, high industrial ca- 
pacity and intelligent philanthropy. 


Tlie generosity of Titus Salt did not con- 


flne itself to Saltaire and his people, lavish 


it was; he spent largely on public chari- 


ties, beside the private ones of which none 
but himself knew the amount; he gave 
away half a million sterling in subscrip- 
tions, and by his will as much again and 
more, leaving a fund of £30,000 to provide 
support for tbe sick and aged of Saltaire. 


In 1867 he received the Legion of Honor 


from the emperor of the French, and in 
18U9 tbe queen, as a proof of the regard in 
winch she held him and in consideration of 
the good he hod done, created him a bar- 
onet. 


LOVED BY HIS PEOPLE. 


Sir Titus was a god to his work people; 


they loved and revered him with equal fer- 
vor, and rerjoid his solwUud* tor their wri- 
fare by absolute devotion. They united to 
present him, once, with A colossal bust of 
himself; at another time with a fine por- 
trait; even the children clubbed their pen- 
nies to buy him a plated bread basket, 
Bradford erected a statue to him, unveiled 
n 1874 by the Duke of Devonshire, and on 
Us seventieth birthday, on the twentieth 
anniversary of the opening of the Saltaire 
works, he gave another banquet, 4,200 
guests flocking to Crow's Nest to offer 
>heir congratulations and cheer their bene- 
factor. 


In 1876 his health began to fail; for the 


irst time m his long life of activity his 
Isits to the factory were less regular, and 
le died peacefully at last ou Jan. 6,1877. A 
mndred thousand people assembled on the 
road tuken by the funeral procession, and 
'ew among this immense crowd were not 
linccre mourners. 


His son William Henry succeeded to the 
itle, but he hod not followed his father's 
areer and was not head of the works, 
.'hree of his brothers, George, Edward and 
?itus, have displayed much of the business 
opacity 67 the first baronet, with all his 
rectitude, integrity, open handed generosi- 
y and devotien to the interests of th'eir 
louse and the population of Saltaire, nobly 
accepting the inheritance of responsibility 
nd honor that devolved upon them, 
'riuces of industry, aristocrats of com- 
merce, they rank by their personal quali- 
lea with the highest in the land. The 
owager Lady Salt spends her quiet wid- 
whood in the retirement of Clapham, near 
xjndou, with an unmarried daughter.— 
Cor. New York Sun.

Baria Acid far Bolls. 


An author holds that boils are produced 


by germs which become transferred from 
one hair follicle to another, and accoid- 
ingly institutes a treatment based on the 
antiseptic action of boric acid. He applies 
to the extremities a saturated solution of 
boric add and alcohol. On other parts of 
the body he applies boric acid in substance, 
and covers it with wadding, which is fre- 
quently moistened with alcohol. When 
the affection is in the nostril the solution 
is applied with a brush. When the boils 
are in the external ear he makes an incision 
only when he is certain that pus is present 
and the center of the follicle can be reached. 
Otherwise the treatment consists in bath- 
Ing the ear with boric solution. When the 
outbreak of boils is general boric baths are 
used.—Boston Journal of Commerce.

It la a mistake to niluk That Corpu- 


lency and Genius Are Antagonistic. 
To certain slender people the association 


of intellect with fat will be received with 
discredit, perhaps ridicule. They have vis- 
ited tbe dime museums of the country and 
have seen the obese ladies and the fat men 
there displaying their superabundant col- 
lection of adipose tissue, and have gone 
away with the idea that t»t people, merely 
because they are fat, ore more stupid and 
more deficient in intelligence than people 
of average avoirdupoi* And they have 
extended their opinion on this subject, 
formed in this way, outside of the dime 
museums and applied it to fat people gen- 
erally. 


Probably, therefore, it will be surprising 


to those entertaining this idea to learn that 
some of the finest intellects tbe world has 
ever known hove been encased in fleshly 
caskets plump even to obesity. Napoleon, 
notwithstanding his active career, waa de- 
cidedly plump. Dr. Johnson was stout 
even to flabblnesa. So was his biographi- 
cal shadow, Boswell. Balzac, the great 
French novelist, was so largo that it was a 
pretty bit of exercise to walk around him. 
Bossini, the composer, was a regular 
jumbo, since for six yearn be never 
saw his knees. Jules Janin, the prince 
of critics, broke every sofa he ever 
sat upon; his cheeks and chin protruded 
beyond his beard and whiskers. Loblanche, 
the Italian singer, was charged three fares 
when he traveled. Dumas pere was stout, 
and Saint Beuve wos provided with the 
stomach of a Falstaff. Eugene Sue had 
such aversion M his growing corpulency 
that he drank vinegar to keep it down, 
and yet he wrote the "Wandering Jew." 


With these Illustrious examples before 


them the fat men of tbe land may reassure 
their minds and reply to the jibes of their 
friends while proceeding contentedly to 
lay on successive layers of adipose. 


But it is not necessary to look to history 


to furnish notable examples of illustrious 
fat men. Here in our own day ore plenty 
occupying conspicuous positions and as- 
sisting in the formation of new states and 
the making of new Jaws. In the notional 
congress of the United States there are 
some thirty or forty men whose combined 
weights would amount to four or five tons, 
or an average of about 350 pounds per 
man. And they are oil jolly and good nat- 
ured, too, besides being all men of intellect, 
which could seldom be sold of an equal 
gross weight of lean men. Truly, fat has 
its victories as well as lean.—Exchange. 


Trouble with Dtack Ants. 


A much larger black or brownish ant 


(Camponotus herculeanns var. pennsylva- 
nicus) often builds its nests in dooryords 
so close to the1 houses that it becomes o 
great nuisance, overrunning the rooms 
and even getting into the dotbes, so as to 
be a personal discomfort. A case was 
brought to my notice two years ago in 
Washington, where a fine old homestead 
was on the point of being sold on account 
of the annoyance caused by these ants. 
An investigation showed one enormous 
nest several feet in diameter in the back 
yard, and several colonies here and there 
in other parts of the premises. 


The laijge colony was completely de- 


stroyed by the use of bisulphide of carbon. 
A teaspoonfttl was poured down each of a 
number of openings, and a damp blanket 
was thrown over them for a few minutes. 
Then, the blanket being removed, the bi- 
sulphide was exploded at the mouth of 
each hole by means of a light at the end of 
a pole. The alight explosions drove the 
poisonous fumes down through the under- 
ground tunnels, killing off the ants in enor- 
monn numbers. The main source of the 
trouble being thus destroyed, the nuisance 
was greatly lessened, and all talk of selling 
the old place has ceased.—Dr. C. V. Riley 
in Philadelphia North American.

To make Hamlet mad would be to vio- 


late, a dramatic law that Shakespeare him- 
self created and most carefully observes 
through all his plays, viz., contrast in char- 
acter. Poor Tom's dsceit is the foil to 
Lear's madness; so conversely Ophelia's 
madness is the foil to Hamlet's feigning. 
Ophelia is mad in fact, H-imlet bat in 
craft; and to make the madness of both a 
reality would be to duplicate types, a fault 
the genius of the great dramatist could 
not allow him to commit. Melancholy in- 
deed he is, but not mad, nor is he thought 
so by any about him. He is on one of the 
approaches to the insane state, but no far- 
ther on the way than is necessary to give 
color to th» change when made, and not 
far enough for the king to connect it with 
his father's death. 


What can be more conclusive evidence 


of sanity (though vexed by mental com- 
plexities and physical perturbation) than 
Hamlet's words to Horatio to set him 
right in the eyes of the world— to 
tell his story; how he was enjoined, 
by the dread visitation of his father's 
ghost, to avenge his murder; ho>v he 
had put on the antic disposition to cov- 
er his real designs; how he had slain 
Polonius by mistake aoddriveu his daugh- 
ter to frenzy and death; the queen pouon- 
ed, Laertes dead and his own death closing 
the eventful history.—.fames E. Murdoch 
in Forum. 


Swimmers Are tike 1'uct*. 


Boys, as a rule, should begin to learn 


how to swim when 7 years old. No one is 
too old to learn how to swim if he has 
sufficient physical force. I can teach any 
boy in ten lessons to swim. Boys should 
never be thrown into the water over their 
heads and left to struggle in order that 
they may learn how to swim. In fact a 
boy should never be frightened or at all 
uneasy whan he goes to the tank of the 
natatorium to be taught the first move- 
ments in svvimmmg. It is one of my rules 
to let boys run around and get used to the 
tank and its surroundings before I begin 
to teach th?m. The water must be shal- 
low so as to b« perfectly safe. 


It is no sinecure to teach a boy how to 


swim, but I enjoy seeing progress, and in 
ten lessons my pupils swim easily. Great 
swimmers, like poets, are born and not 
made. Byron swam tbe Hellespont, a dis- 
tance of some three miles, which was 
thought a great feat in his time. Any or- 
dinary swimmer now can cover a greater 
distance and nothing would be thought ol" 
it.—Gus Sundstrom in Ne\v York Mai!
